“442. Protection of a train stopped in an Absolute Permissive Block Signal- 
ling Section.- -When a train is stopped in an Absolute Permissive 
Block Signalling Section on account of any accident, failure, obstruc- 
tion or other exceptional cause, and the train cannot proceed, the 
Guard shall immediately check up that the tall board or tall light is 
correctly exhibited and also exhibit a “Danger” hand signal towards 
the rear. Similarly, the Driver shall also show a danger signal to- 
wards the front. If the detention exceeds or Is likely to exceed five 
minutes, the train shall he protected In accordance with rule 166 
except that the detonators shall be placed as under: — 

(i) one detonator at a distance of 90 metres from the train in both the 

directions. 

(ii) three detonators, 10 metres apart, not less than 180 metres from the 

train or at such distances as has been fixed by special Instructions, 
in both the directions. 

For the protection of the adjacent line or lines the provisions of clauses (b) 
and (h) of sub-rule (1) of rule 166 shall apply. 

443. Caution Order.— ( 1) Whenever in consequence of the line being under 
repair or for any other reason special precautions ore necessary, a 
Caution Order detailing the Ki lorn ctr age between which such pre- 
cautions are necessary, the reasons for taking such precautions, and 
the speed at which a train shall travel, shall be handed over to the 
Driver at the stopping station immediately short of the place where 
such precautions are needed, or at such stations as may he specified 
by the authorised officer.

nued repairs when fixed signals are provided at an adequate distance 
short of such place and have been notified by the Operating or Traffic 
Department to the running stall concerned.
